3 — Words is opposed to all forms of the closed shop. Liberty requires that an employee be free to 


join, to refuse to join, or to resign from a union without losing his ¡ob. Liberty requires that an 


employer be free to employ the person best suited for the work. 


4 — The President of the United States has commanded Words to accept for its Chicago plant a 


form of closed shop called "maintenance of membership”. Under this form of closed shop, 


employees ore not free to resign from the union without losing their jobs. Wards is compelled 


to discharge every union member who foils to maintain his union membership in good stand­ 


ing ( non- payment of dues, etc. ) . This making of membership in a union a condition of hold­ 


ing a job is the closed shop. 


3 — Words did not voluntarily agree to this requirement. Words believes it to be illegal and un­ 


economic. Words has accepted it under duress and only because the President of the United 


States expressly so ordered. 


6 - W a rd s is the only retailer in the United States upon whom the President has imposed any 


form of the closed shop. It is unfair to impose burdens upon Words and not upon those with 


whom it is in competition. If the retail industry is to be subjected to the closed shop require­ 


ment, it should be legislated by Congress and applied uniformly against all retail establishments. 


7 - T h e Notional War Labor Board has now colled a hearing to determine whether the em- 


ployees at Wards’ six large stores in Denver, Detroit and New York City must belong to the 


union in order to hold their jobs. Words will continue to oppose this illegal and uneconomic 


requirement. Wards will reject any demand of the Board that employees be discharged because 


they foil to maintain their union membership. 


8 - T h e President of the United States has no cuthority to order Wards employees to remain 


union members in order to hold their jobs. Congress is the only lav- making authority. Congress 


has passed no low requiring the closed shop.

below the pa rty name. If the V'oter desires to v ote for one 
more than one party ticket, by v oting w hat is com monly called a “ split ticket,” he 
m ay place a cross (X) m a rk in the circle im m ediately below one party nam e and 
m a rk cross (» X) m a rk s in the squares at the left of the nam es of candidates on other 
tickets for w ho m he wishes to v ote. If the v oter desires to v ote for one or more c a n ­ 
didates w hose n a m e or nam es do not appea r on tlie printed ballot he m ay do so by 
d raw in g a line through the printed nam e of candidate for such office, and writing 
below such cancelled nam e the nam e of person for w hom he desires to v ote, and 
placing a cross m a rk in the square at the left of such name. The squares so m arked 
shall take precedence ov er the cross m a rk e d in the circle. 
W here there are tw o or 
m ore candidates for like office in a group a cross (X) m a rk in the squaie to the left 
of a candidate's nam e, autom atically v otes against the candidate whose n am e appears 
within the sam e horizontal line." in the colum n un d e r the circle in which appears the
